ONE  HUNDRED  AND  TWELVE  SEN- 
IORS from  twenty-four  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  received  the 
associate  in  arts  degree  from  President 
Frederick  C.  Ferry,  Jr.,  Monday,  June 
13,  in  Bardwell  Auditorium. 

Pine  Manor’s  forty-ninth  graduating 
class  was  the  first  class  to  receive  the 
associate  degree. 

In  the  commencement  address,  Mr. 
James  H.  Case,  Jr.,  director  general  of 
the  English  Speaking  Union  of  the 
United  States  and  father  of  Penelope, 
'60,  told  the  graduates  that  wisdom  is 
"developed  only  as  you  make  your 
own  commitment  to  the  highest  and 
best  things  you  know.” 

The  Reverend  Edward  W.  Meury, 
minister  of  the  Wellesley  Congrega- 
tional Church,  delivered  the  Baccalau- 
reate address  Sunday  evening.  He 
urged  the  seniors  to  try  to  see  three 
things  in  life.  These,  he  said,  are  the 
need  of  the  world,  the  gifts  of  God 
in  life,  and  themselves  as  part  of 
the  answer,  not  the  problem. 

At  the  commencement  exercises 
Senora  Manuela  de  Mora,  head  of  the 
Pine  Manor  Spanish  department,  re- 
ceived the  Order  of  Civil  Merit  from 
the  Spanish  government.

the  teaching  of  the  Spanish  language 
in  this  country”  since  she  came  to  the 
United  States  in  1927. 

Graduating  at  the  top  of  the  class, 
Jean  Aldrich  Smith  of  Vestal,  New 
York,  became  the  first  recipient  of  the 
Marie  Warren  Potter  Award  named 
in  honor  of  Pine  Manor’s  president 
emerita.

Leach,  Melinda  Skinner,  and  Jane 
Tatarsky. 

President  Ferry  announced  the  fol- 
lowing awards  for  distinguished  aca- 
demic achievement: 

The  Helen  Temple  Cooke  Award 
for  distinction  in  music  and  an  award 
for  distinguished  work  in  French  lit- 
erature were  presented  to  Cornelia 
Kubler. 

Juliette  Anthony  was  awarded  The 
Constance  Grosvenor  Award  for  dis- 
tinction in  English. 


Barbara  Ann  Leach  received  an 
award  for  outstanding  achievement  in 
Spanish. 

Elaine  Gumble  was  recognized  for 
distinguished  work  in  the  field  of 
speech. 

Hilary  Hale  received  special  men- 
tion for  progress  in  French  and  for 
leadership  in  the  French  Center. 

The  annual  purchase  prize  in  art, 
to  develop  a permanent  collection  to 
be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  college, 
was  received  by  Alexandra  Grinnell 
for  her  work  Beach  Figure.

Since  his 
retirement  from  Wellesley  he  has  been 
serving  as  a visiting  professor  at  Bab- 
son  Institute  and  at  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music. 

H.  Ganse  Little,  Jr.,  will  assume 
the  duties  of  instructor  in  religion  at 
Pine  Manor  to  fill  the  place  of  the 
Reverend  Richard  C.  Brown,  who  left 
Wellesley  to  accept  a call  to  the  Im- 
manuel Baptist  Church,  Rochester, 
N.Y. 

Mr.  Little  is  a graduate  of  Prince- 
ton University  and  of  its  Theological 
Seminary  in  1957.  He  also  studied  for 
a year  at  Edinburgh  University.  He 
was  chaplain  and  religion  instructor 
at  Wilson  College  in  1957-1959-  Cur- 
rently he  is  working  at  Harvard  for  a 
Ph  D.  in  the  history  and  philosophy 
of  religion,  specializing  in  theology 
and  its  encounter  with  anthropology, 
sociology,  and  psychology. 

Replacing  Philip  C.  Marshall,  in- 
structor in  history,  who  resigned  after 
four  years  at  Pine  Manor  to  accept  a 
position  at  Cedar  Crest  College,  is 
Walter  Plotch. 

Mr.  Plotch  received  an  A.B.  degree 
from  Queens  College  and  his  A.M.  at 
Harvard  University  in  1959-  This  past 
year  he  was  a teaching  fellow  at  Har- 
vard, where  he  is  working  towards 
a doctor’s  degree  in  American  history. 

Miss  Elona  Marijosius  will  replace 
Mrs.  Hazel  Jewett,  instructor  in  French, 
who  was  retired  in  June  after  eight 
years  of  association  with  Pine  Manor. 

Miss  Marijosius  received  a B.A. 
degree  from  Annhurst  College  and 
an  M.A.  degree  in  French  from  Bos- 
ton College,  where  she  held  an  as- 
sistantship.  She  has  studied  in  Can- 


ada, in  France,  and  at  Yale  University, 
where  she  held  a Yale  Scholarship. 
Miss  Marijosius’  other  interests  in- 
clude the  theater  and  folk  dancing. 

Mr.  Yusuf  Emed  will  become  the 
accompanist  for  dance  activities.  A 
graduate  of  Robert  College,  Mr.  Emed 
received  his  M.M.  at  the  New  England 
Conservatory  and  is  working  for  a 
Ph.D.  in  Music  Arts  at  Boston  Uni- 
versity. He  is  a Fulbright  scholar. 

Miss  Alice  M.  Dutcher,  a graduate 
of  the  Class  of  1954  from  Pine  Manor, 
has  been  appointed  to  the  faculty.  She 
will  teach  voice. 


Miss  Dutcher  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Michigan  in  1956  and 
received  her  master’s  degree  in  music 
there  in  1958.  She  has  held  teaching 
positions  at  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan and  at  Kansas  State  College,  Pitts- 
burg. In  1958  she  was  district  winner 
in  the  Metropolitan  Opera  Regional 
Auditions  in  Detroit. 

Another  alumna,  Miss  Patricia 
Johnson,  ’56,  will  become  assistant  in 
the  physical  education  department  this 
year.

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FROM  THE  PRESIDENT'S  DESK 


A/Tore  alumnae  came  back  to 
■*-*-*-  commencement  events  this  June 
than  in  any  other  recent  year.  For  the 
many  of  you  who  were  not  here,  how- 
ever, I should  like  to  tell  a little  about 
what  occurred. 

First  of  all,  the  largest  graduating 
class  received  diplomas,  112  in  num- 
ber. Second,  associate  in  arts  degrees 
were  conferred  for  the  first  time. 
Third,  Senora  de  Mora  was  decorated 
by  the  Spanish  government  in  a very 
colorful  presentation  during  the  cere- 
mony. Fourth,  two  new  endowed 
awards  were  presented  for  the  first 
time:  the  Marie  Warren  Potter  Award 
for  outstanding  academic  success,  and 
the  Sibyl  Webb-Dougherty  Award  for 
outstanding  wmrk  in  vocal  music.  The 
many  friends  of  these  two  distin- 
guished people  will  be  delighted  to 
know  that  their  names  will  hereafter 
always  be  read  at  commencement  af- 
fairs in  connection  with  these  awards. 

As  for  the  coming  year.  Pine  Manor 
will  have  298  boarding  students. 
Browmlow  has  been  converted  again, 
this  time  to  dormitory  use.  It  will  be 
completely  re-equipped,  as  was  Wood- 
lands last  year.  The  alumnae  and  pub- 
lic relations  offices  are  moving  to  Grove 
House,  where  they  will  be  beautifully 
situated.  This  will  mean  a total  of 
eighteen  houses  on  the  campus  this 
fall,  and  a student  body  of  three  hun- 
dred, w'hen  the  two  or  three  commut- 
ing students  are  included. 

The  college  will  be  large  enough  to 
support  an  excellent  choir  and  similar 
organizations.  Heretofore  it  has  been 
difficult  for  some  students  who  have 
had  to  "double  in  brass”  in  order  to 
keep  the  organizations  going  well.  You 
will  receive  detailed  statistics  from 
the  admissions  office  eventually,  and 
they  will  probably  show  a class  of 
higher  potential  than  ever. 

I had  the  privilege  of  speaking  to 
alumnae  and  seniors  at  the  luncheon 
on  Saturday  of  the  commencement 
weekend.  Some  of  them  asked  that  I 
repeat  my  remarks  here,  even  though 


they  were  addressed  primarily  to  the 
members  of  the  graduating  class.  They 
ran  somewhat  as  follows: 

So  Now  You  Are  Alumnae 

" Some  students  think  of  graduation 
as  the  end  of  college.  Actually,  gradu- 
ation is  a change  of  status,  not  a ter- 
mination, for  now  all  of  you  become 
alumnae.  You  will  hear  a lot  about 
alumnae  hereafter,  for  they  are  im- 
portant. Have  you  ever  figured  out 
why  this  is? 

"First  of  all,  colleges  are  known  by 
them,  as  individuals.  For  example, 
Whittier  College  in  California  is 
known  as  the  college  of  Richard  Nix- 
on. My  own  alma  mater,  Hamilton 


College,  was  known  as  the  college  of 
Elihu  Root  and  Alexander  Wolcott. 
Is  not  Gonzaga  University  in  Spokane, 
Washington,  better  known  because 
Bing  Crosby  went  there?  John  D. 
Rockefeller  and  Charles  Evans  Hughes 
are  always  associated  with  Brown. 
Wheaton  College  in  Illinois  is  the 
alma  mater  of  Billy  Graham.  St.  Law- 
rence University  is  known  not  only 
as  the  college  of  one  of  our  trustees, 
J.  Lawrence  Kelly,  but  also  as  the 
educator  of  Kirk  Douglas.  Agnes  Scott 
College  in  Decatur,  Georgia,  is  better 
known  because  Catherine  Marshall,  the 
author,  attended  it.  As  for  Pine  Manor, 
it  is  hard  to  single  out  any  individuals. 
However,  Pauline  Tompkins,  director 
of  the  American  Association  of  Uni- 
versity Women,  brings  attention  to 
our  name,  as  does  Dorothy  Maguire, 
the  actress. 

"But  alumnae  are  also  important 
as  a group,  not  merely  as  individuals. 
They  help  by  "spreading  the  word."  No 
other  source  is  likely  to  provide  such 
widely-heard  publicity,  for  you  people 
travel  far  afield  when  you  leave  the 
campus.  Second,  you  serve  by  being 
friendly  to  newcomers  in  your  own 
areas.  It  is  a wonderful  thing  to  find 
there  are  alumnae  of  your  own  institu-

tion  right  in  your  new  city  when  you 
arrive,  and  that  they  are  interested  in 
you.  Third,  you  have  backed  special 
projects  of  great  value  to  us,  such  as 
the  ski  weekend  this  past  year  and  the 
cookbooks  of  the  Houston  group. 
Fourth,  you  send  us  your  daughters, 
and  there  is  no  single  commodity  of 
such  great  value  and  interest  to  us. 
Fifth,  you  give  us  money  in  gifts  and 
bequests,  and  you  give  us  valuable 
things.  Sixth,  you  encourage  others 
to  give;  since  your  husbands  often 
work  for  concerns  that  offer  'matching 
grant'  programs,  gifts  through  them 
in  your  name  are  doubled.  Also,  your 
interest  attracts  the  attention  of  foun- 
dations and  other  forces  that  strengthen 
American  education. 

"But  you  young  people  might  well 
say,  'This  is  all  well  and  good  for 
older  alumnae,  but  what  about  people 
who  have  just  graduated?’  I don’t  want 
you  to  read  into  this  that  you  should 
immediately  marry  wealthy  elderly 
men  in  poor  health.  Our  need  for 
financial  support  is  not  that  great,  nor 
do  I believe  your  wisdom  is  that  small. 

"But  as  young  alumnae  you  can  in- 
terest potential  students  in  Pine  Manor 
better  than  anyone  else,  and  students 


be  honestly  enthusiastic  and  express 
an  informed  point  of  view  concerning 
a recent  experience. 


"As  you  grow  older,  you  can  con- 
tinue this  service  if  you  will  keep  up- 
to-date,  for  this  college  must  change 
a little  as  all  colleges  do.  Come  back 
to  see  what  has  happened. 

"You  members  of  the  Class  of  I960 
can  quickly  establish  a record  if  you 
so  wish,  by  sending  in  more  class 
notes  than  any  other  class  does.  This 
is  valuable,  for  your  friends  will  al- 
ways be  interested  in  what  is  happen- 
ing to  you,  and  this  news  tends  to 
keep  the  strong  bond  alive.  You  can 
give  something  to  the  Alumnae  Fund 
every  year,  for  foundations  respect 
a college  backed  by  a high  percentage 
of  its  alumnae.  You  can  interest  the 
husbands  you  will  soon  marry  in  the 
fact  that  Pine  Manor  is  a beginning 
college,  not  a finishing  school,  for 
many  of  them  seem  to  find  this  hard 
to  understand.  You  can  in  the  years 
ahead  assume  that  we  probably  know 
what  we  are  doing  even  if  it  sounds 
really  insane,  or  at  least  that  our 
motives  are  good.  You  can  give 
strength  to  local  clubs. 

"Most  immediate,  and  perhaps  most 
important  of  all,  you  can  sometime 
thank  those  members  of  the  faculty 
you  feel  have  earned  your  thanks.  Life 
is  short,  and  there  is  no  other  reward 
that  means  as  much  to  dedicated  teach- 
ers as  the  knowledge  that  their  labors 
were  worth  the  trouble.

The  1959-60  annual  alumnae 
fund  brought  the  highest  partici- 
pation record  since  the  beginning  of 
the  annual  fund  in  1957.

Grow  Up  and  Be  a Woman 

by  Elizabeth  B.  Hall 


A note  was  brought  to  my  desk 
one  day  this  winter,  signed,  "A 
Student.”  It  read,  "A  boy  is  often  told 
to  grow  up  and  be  a man.  Why  is  it 
that  a girl  is  never  told  to  grow  up  and 
be  a woman?” 

My  answer  is  that,  hitherto,  in  the 
total  scheme  of  things,  not  much 
thought  was  given  to  the  question  of 
what  was  expected  of  a woman.  It  was 
taken  for  granted  that  everyone  knew 
what  a woman  should  do.  She  should 
keep  house  for  her  family,  be  a loving 
wife,  bear  and  raise  children,  and  be  a 
pillar  of  virtue.  Furthermore,  since  the 
two  alternatives  open  to  a girl  offered 
but  one  "right”  choice,  there  was  no 
point  in  debating  which  she  should 
choose.  Either  a girl  became  a wom- 
an who  did  what  was  expected  of 
her,  or  she  was  frowned  upon. 

Today,  however,  we  may  well  give 
thought  to  this  question  of  what  it 
is  that  a girl  should  grow  up  to  be. 
There  appears  to  be  a choice  of 
several  answers.  And  there  certainly 
is  confusion  as  to  the  "right”  one. 
Why  is  there  confusion  and  what 
is  the  role  of  woman? 

Women’s  Role  Is  a Measure 
Of  Civilization 

It  has  been  said  that  one  index  of 
the  degree  of  civilization  achieved  by 
a given  society  is  the  amount  of  respect 
and  privilege  accorded  to  women  by 
men.  I would  go  further  and  venture 
a corollary:  the  degree  of  civilization 
may  also  be  measured  by  the  extent 


to  which  women  use  their  position  of 
privilege  and  respect  in  a responsible 
fashion. 

Probably  never  anywhere  at  any 
time  have  women  attained  to  a posi- 
tion of  greater  respect  and  privilege 
than  American  women  now.  This 
came  to  pass  because  the  times  were 
right.  Nineteenth-century  America  had 
placed  womanhood,  if  not  all  women, 
on  a pedestal.  Women  had  been  more 
than  mere  helpers  to  men  in  the  task 
of  settling  and  shaping  a new  world. 
They  had  shared  in  the  definition  of 
the  dream  that  determined,  in  part  at 
least,  the  character  of  America.  And 
their  efforts  had  played  a part  in  mak- 
ing some  of  the  dream  come  true.  So, 
reasonably  enough,  women  demanded 
and  achieved  political  equality. 

But  political  equality  was  not  gained 
without  a struggle.  And,  as  is  usual 
with  struggles,  the  struggling  dis- 
torted the  issue  and  forced  the  exag- 
gerated claim  that  women  were  equal 
to  men  in  every  way  and  should,  there- 
fore, have  every  possible  equality  of 
privilege  and  opportunity.  From  the 
claim  that  women  were  in  every  way 
the  equals  of  men  it  was,  of  course, 
only  a short  jump  to  the  position 
which  claimed  that  women  were  the 
same  as  men.  Hence,  the  immortal 
words  of  the  heckler  who,  having 
succeeded  in  his  effort  to  make  a mili- 
tant feminist  admit  that  there  was  a 
"little”  difference  between  men  and 
women,  shouted  "Vive  la  petite  dif- 
ference!” The  absurdity  of  the  claim 


was  also  noted  in  the  contemporary 
story  about  the  two  suffragettes.  Hav- 
ing been  jailed  for  disturbing  the 
peace,  they  were  commiserating  with 
one  another.  "Pray  to  God,”  said  one 
to  her  sobbing  sister,  "She’ll  help 
you.”  But  for  all  that  this  would  seem 
to  indicate  that  we  knew  better,  that 
we  were  indeed  aware  of  La  Petite 
Difference,  -we  have  in  fact  been  be- 
having often  as  though  women  were 
exactly  the  same  as  men. 

In  consequence,  we  have  a confu- 
sion about  the  role  of  woman  which 
promotes  irresponsibility,  an  irrespon- 
sibility that  is  disturbing  and,  to  a 
woman,  embarrassing.  We  also  have 
a state  of  affairs  in  women’s  education 
which  is  almost  as  ridiculous  as  the 
situation  which  denied  women  much 
of  any  education  at  all.  Phyllis  Mc- 
Ginley  in  her  essay  on  "The  Honor  of 
Being  a Woman”  has  this  to  say: 

Is  a woman's  training  tailored 
for  her  needs  and  dispensations  ? 

Not  at  all.  Her  education  is  a 
hand-me-down  from  man’s  shelf, 
a garment  unaltered  and  misfitting. 

From  the  moment  a little  girl  skips 
off  to  school,  she  becomes  a cog 
in  an  enormous  system  that  was 
designed  originally  for  boys  . . . 

With  the  ink  still  wet  on  their 
diplomas,  they  hurl  themselves 
into  a vocation  for  which  almost 
nothing  has  prepared  them.  Until 
now,  I repeat,  the  pattern  of  our 
living  has  taught  them  to  feel 
peers,  partners,  equals  to  men. 
Education  has  told  them  that  they 
owned  no  impediment  as  citizens 
or  human  beings  — and  granted 
them  no  extra  honor.  Wifehood  is 
something  they  are  expected  to 
know  by  instinct.  I do  not  refer 
to  rudimentary  skills.  They  have 
probably  learned  how  to  cook  a 
bit  or  sew  a rough  seam.  They 
have  sat,  for  an  outrageous  fee, 
with  neighborhood  babies.  But 
who  has  taught  them  that  they  are 
tools,  not  handlers;  creatures  sub- 
ject to  the  caprices  of  fate  and 
not  mistresses  of  it?  Have  they 
learned  what  a woman  chiefly 
needs  — a terrible  patience,  a vast 
tolerance,  forgivingness,  forbear- 
ance, an  almost  divine  willingness 
to  forget  private  wants  in  the 
needs  of  her  family?  The  lucky 
ones  are  born  with  that  knowl- 
edge. The  less  atavistic  have  to 
study  in  the  hardest  of  schools. 

Some  never  get  it.  Then  follow 
the  recriminations  and  self-pity,  the 
divorce  court  or  the  analyst's 
couch.  No  one  who  looks  at  the 
divorce  rate  in  our  country  can 
feel  complacent  over  American 
marriage  or  American  education, 
either.  (Phyllis  McGinley,  The

GROW  UP  AND 


BE  A WOMAN

From  the  foregoing,  as  well  as  from 
what  I see  in  the  daily  course  of  run- 
ning a girls’  school,  it  would  seem  clear 
to  me  that  women  think  that  they  are 
in  competition  with  men.  And  they 
like  it  until  the  competition  gets  too 
tough.  At  that  point  there  is  liable  to 
be  talk  about  "men  taking  advantage 
of  us  because  we  are  women.”  For 
women  to  compete  with  men  seems 
to  me  to  be  as  ridiculous  as  it  would 
be  for  the  wind  instruments  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  to  com- 
pete with  the  strings  to  see  which 
could  make  the  louder  noise  or  get 
first  to  the  end  of  the  score. 

Woman's  business  is  to  complement 
the  proper  role  of  man,  not  to  com- 
pete with  it.  At  a time  when  joint  ac- 
tion is  needed  in  behalf  of  so  many 
causes,  men  and  women  cannot  afford 
to  be  separated  by  rivalry.  We  need 
to  learn  to  play  complementary  roles 
in  support  of  common  idealistic,  as 
well  as  material,  ends,  instead  of  com- 
peting with  each  other  to  defeat  our 
purposes.  Not  only  should  we  be 
aware  of  La  Petite  Difference,  we 
should,  in  fact,  regard  it  as  La  Grande 
Difference.  Women  are  not  the  equals 
of  men.  Equality,  indeed,  is  wholly 
irrelevant  to  the  question  of  woman's 
role  and  responsibility! 

Must  Have  a Subtly  Guiding  Hand 

If  woman's  business  is  to  comple- 
ment the  role  of  man,  she  must  first 
see  to  it  that  man  plays  his  proper  role. 
Late  on  a Saturday  afternoon  in  mid- 
winter, when  the  gruesome  aspects  of 
New  England  weather  at  its  most  un- 
pleasant had  driven  all  but  a few  in- 
doors, three  flushed  and  sweaty  boys 
presented  themselves  at  my  door.  They 
had  come,  they  explained,  to  apolo- 
gize. For  what?  For  breaking  numer- 
ous items  of  furniture  in  one  of  the 
resident  houses  of  the  Academy  where 
they  had  been  calling  upon  three  of 
the  girls.  They  wished  to  apologize 
and  they  would  pay  for  the  damage. 
No,  I said,  they  would  not.  I thanked 
them  for  their  courtesy,  deplored  the 
damage,  and  explained  that  I held  the 
girls  responsible  for  having  failed  to 
set  and  keep  a social  tone  that  would 
have  permitted  the  boys  to  impress 
the  girls  without  resort  to  violence. 
Suitable  action  was  thereupon  taken 
against  three  very  surprised  girls.  And 


the  fact  that  the  boys  surreptitiously 
aided  the  girls  in  the  "hard  manual 
labor"  to  which  they  were  set  as  a 
means  to  paying  for  the  damage  did 
not,  I think,  obscure  the  point  which 
I wished  to  make. 

The  proper  role  of  man  is  put  suc- 
cinctly by  Micah,  who  says:  "And 
what  doth  the  Lord  require  of  thee, 
O Man,  but  to  do  justly,  and  to  love 
mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly  with  thy 
God.”  (Micah  6:8)  If  a girl  cannot 
get  a man  to  do  this,  or  at  least  to 
want  to  do  it,  she  is  pretty  well  handi- 
capped from  the  start.  Woman’s  busi- 
ness is  to  clinch  civilization.  Man  can 
strive  for  civilization.  He  can  dispose 
himself  to  be  civilized.  It  is  woman 
who  can  make  or  break  his  effort.  But 
he  must  first  make  an  effort  or  she 
cannot  complement  him  in  it. 

Women  Must  Set  the  Goals 

Woman  goes  about  her  business  by 
performing  those  functions  that  are 
peculiarly  and  especially  hers.  Freed 
of  the  necessity  of  competing  in  the 
economic  struggle,  woman,  far  better 
than  man,  can  define  the  idealistic 
goals  for  which  we  strive.  No  matter 
how  idealistic  men  may  be,  they  are 
bound  to  support  us  women,  if  we 
marry  them,  and  most  of  us  do.  We 
as  women  are  responsible  for  remem- 
bering this.  Man  has  sought  for  centu- 
ries to  gain  dignity  by  improving  his 
material  condition.  When  he  has 
achieved  sufficient  to  keep  himself,  his 
children,  and  his  wee  woman  in  com- 
fort and  leisure,  it  is  the  wee  woman 
who  will  finally  determine  to  what 
end  this  has  been  done.  It  is  she  who 
will  determine  whether  it  has  been 
done  to  achieve  greater  dignity,  a 
means  to  an  end,  or  as  an  end  in  it- 
self. It  is  at  this  point  that  she,  like 
the  girls  entertaining  the  boys  on  the 
rainy  Saturday  afternoon,  can  use  her 
influence  either  to  declare  in  favor  of 
using  man’s  power  to  impress  others 
or  to  use  it  for  the  good  of  all. 

Married  or  unmarried  it  is  the  same. 
Woman’s  function  is  not  necessarily 
proved  by  marriage.  Her  femininity 
is  proved  by  her  willingness  to  sacrifice 
personal  advancement  in  behalf  of 
making  the  labors  of  man  meaningful 
in  terms  of  his  noblest  aims.  Is  she 
married  ? Then  the  question  is  whether 
she  is  married  in  order  to  prove  that 
she  can  get  her  man  or  because  she 
wishes  to  make  marriage  serve  as  her 
contribution  to  man’s  effort  to  civilize 
himself.  Is  she  a mother?  Then  the 


question  is  whether  she  has  children 
in  order  to  prove  that  she  can,  to  en- 
tertain her,  to  give  her  a sense  of 
command  and  a chance  to  compete 
with  the  child-raising  efforts  of  other 
mothers  in  the  neighborhood.  Or  does 
she  regard  her  children  as  an  oppor- 
tunity to  contribute  to  her  society’s  ef- 
fort to  civilize  itself.  Is  she  unmarried? 
Then  the  question  is,  does  she  use  her 
special  freedoms  to  compete  with 
others  — with  women  who  are  mar- 
ried or  with  men  who  are  in  her  field 
of  work  — or  does  she  serve.  By  the 
answers  that  she  gives  to  these  ques- 
tions woman  determines  whether  or 
not  she  achieves  a role  that  comple- 
ments the  role  of  man  or,  instead,  dis- 
sipates her  energy  and  fails  in  her  mis- 
sion by  competing  with  men. 

To  enable  woman  to  play  her  proper 
role  responsibly  and  effectively  an 
education  must  be  provided  that  will 
teach  a girl  what  is  expected  of  her 
and  how  to  do  it.  Before  college  it 
is  a matter  more  of  emphasis  than  it 
is  of  curriculum.  In  college  it  is  a 
matter  of  making  available  a kind  of 
curriculum  that  is  not  now  available. 
Only  women,  mature  women  who  see 
and  understand  the  need,  can  do  this. 
Men  can  help,  but  women  must  ini- 
tiate. Heaven  help  the  various  gentle- 
men who  command  some  of  our  bet- 
ter known  women’s  colleges,  if  they 
should  declare  in  favor  of  an  altered 
curriculum ! Until  women  themselves 
want  positively  to  develop  and  honor 
their  role  as  women,  any  man’s  effort 
to  do  so  will  be  regarded  as  an  attempt 
to  put  woman  in  what  is  disparagingly 
called  "her  place,”  an  implication  that 
woman’s  business  is  less  important 
than  man’s  business. 

Gear  Curriculum  to  the  Woman 

What  women  should  ask  for  is  a 
curriculum  suited  to  the  needs  of  the 
intelligent  woman  who  is  not  a scholar. 

I do  not  wish  to  see  the  prestige  of 
the  true  scholar  reduced,  but  it  is  time 
to  understand  that  there  are  only  a few 
who  can  successfully  combine  a pro- 
fessional career  with  marriage  and 
children,  and  only  a few  who  will 
want  to  give  up  marriage  for  a career. 
The  four  years  of  training  in  the  liber- 
al arts  which  is  made  available  to  men 
should  also  be  made  available,  as  it 
now  is,  to  these  few.  For  them  the 
graduate  schools  and  the  professions 
will  be  the  natural  sequelae.  Since 
their  education  will  be  a man’s  educa- 
tion, it  will  be  the  more  important  for

those  colleges  who  provide  it  to  pro- 
vide also,  through  the  deans,  a power- 
ful leadership  especially  for  women. 
And  I mean  the  power  of  personal 
strength  which  can  teach  young  women 
how  to  play  the  roles  of  women  even 
while  they  follow'  the  vocations  of 
men.  I do  not  mean  "guidance!” 

For  all  other  women,  the  vast  ma- 
jority, there  should  be  an  education 
that  is  organized  around  the  special 
interests  and  talents  of  women.  Ameri- 
can w'omen  are  freed  of  the  economic 
pressures  that  beset  men.  They  do  have 
the  means,  therefore,  to  make  this  a 
better  world.  And  most  women,  by 
nature,  have  the  will.  There  remains 
but  to  show'  them  the  way.  And  the 
way  seems  obvious  just  as  soon  as 
one  considers  the  needs. 

Base  Curriculum  on  Needs 

I can  suggest  a curriculum  based 
upon  the  needs,  as  I see  them,  w'hich 
women  can  help  especially  to  meet. 
First  of  all,  there  is  the  universal 
longing  for  peace.  Let  the  curriculum 
provide  then,  for  all  women,  continued 
studies  in  the  humanities  — the  ideas 
that  people  have  had  about  the  world 
we  live  in,  about  life  itself,  w'hat  it 
means,  and  how  to  honor  it.  If  from 
this  a student  w'ishes  to  branch  off 
into  special  studies  involving  the  social 
sciences  or  the  natural  sciences,  let 
her  do  so.  But  since  her  education 
is  premised  upon  her  desire  to  serve, 
and  since  her  formal  education  is 
probably  not  to  be  longer  than  two 
or,  at  the  most,  four  years,  let  her  be- 
gin by  familiarizing  herself  with  the 
ideas  that  mankind  has  already  had. 
And  let  her  also  acquire  the  skill  of 
expressing  herself  clearly  and  con- 
cisely. Unless  she  masters  the  art  of 
communication  in  some  form,  her  edu- 
cation will  not  be  the  means  to  service 
that  she  wants  it  to  be. 

Second,  let  the  curriculum  arm  her 
with  the  means  to  combat  vulgarity. 
No  nation  in  the  world  has  ever 
achieved  greater  material  wealth  than 
the  United  States.  Yet  we  are  making 
of  these  riches,  if  we  have  not  already 
made,  a monument  not  to  our  appre- 
ciation of  the  aesthetic  principle  that 
governs  all  of  the  living  to  which  we 
would  and  should  do  honor,  but  a 
monument  to  the  vulgarity  which 
places  man  and  his  works  at  the  center 
and  top  of  all  values.  A girl  who 
would  grow  up  to  be  a woman  should 
study  the  fine  arts.  She  should  not 
study  them  with  the  aim  of  acquiring 
a marketable  skill,  although  if  she 


can  actually  learn  to  produce  herself 
a harmony  of  color,  form,  or  sound, 
so  much  the  better.  But  she  should 
study  with  the  humble  aim  of  acquir- 
ing an  understanding  and  an  apprecia- 
tion which  may,  through  her,  achieve  a 
lifting  of  the  spirit  for  herself  and 
others. 

Third,  let  the  curriculum  teach  her 
about  the  proper  care  and  manage- 
ment of  property.  Let  those  who  wish 
go  on  to  study  Ricardo,  Adam  Smith, 
or  Keynes.  But  let  the  women  who  will 
be  housewives  learn  about  responsible 
investment  and  practical  banking, 
about  taxation  and  the  responsibilities 
of  the  citizen  in  a republic.  If  she 
would  go  beyond  those  matters  that 
will  touch  upon  her  own  household, 
let  her  learn  about  the  community, 
what  is  wrong  with  it,  and  how  it  may 
be  bettered.  Let  her  begin  by  learning 
how  to  make  effective  the  part-time 
effort  which  will  be  all  that  she  can 
give  to  this  work.  Let  her  base  her 
learning  on  the  idea,  which  is  not 
conveyed  to  the  girl  who  majors  in 
a "man’s”  course  in  economics  or 
government,  that  her  search  for  a solu- 
tion to  these  problems  will  be  directed 
from  the  home.  Only  rarely  will  it 
come  from  a chair  in  the  office  of  a 
great  corporation  or  from  a seat  in 
the  Senate. 

Finally,  let  the  curriculum  foster 
her  understanding  of  people.  Every 
woman  has  the  power  of  influence 
thrust  upon  her  whether  she  wants  it 
or  not.  Let  her  learn  to  use  it  respon- 
sibly and  in  a way  that  will  not  give 
offense.  While  her  professionally  am- 
bitious sister  "elects”  a course  in  psy- 
chology, or  passes  up  this  study  entire- 
ly in  favor  of  some  other  specializa- 
tion, let  the  would-be  woman  learn  all 
she  can  about  the  mind  and  moods 
of  ordinary  human  beings  and,  es- 
pecially, the  development  of  the  nor- 
mal child. 

This  four-point  program  is  capable 
of  much  variation  both  in  terms  of 
time  spent  and  in  course  content.  The 
currently  high  incidence  of  early  mar- 
riages points  to  the  desirability  of  fos- 
tering the  idea  of  the  two-year,  or 
"junior,”  college,  and  making  its  pro- 
gram the  basis  for  a course  that  could 
be  expanded,  where  wanted,  into  a 
three-  or  four-year  course.  This  can 
easily  be  done  once  the  need  for  spe- 
cial education  for  women  has  been 
recognized  and  acted  upon.  Until  then 
the  two-year  college  will  continue 
tragically  to  be  regarded  as  a second- 
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rate  education  for  second-rate  people, 
rather  than  for  what  it  is,  an  opportu- 
nity denied  the  conventional  four-year 
college  to  teach  the  arts  suitable  to 
the  role  of  women.  So  long  as  we  per- 
sist in  the  notion  that  a woman’s  place 
in  society  is  assured  only  by  giving 
her  a man’s  education,  so  long  will 
the  two-year  college  continue  to  be 
tempted  repeatedly  into  arguing  that 
its  educational  bill-of-fare  is  not  only 
just  as  good  as  that  of  the  four-year 
liberal  arts  college,  but  also,  implicitly, 
just  the  same  though  only  half  as 
long.  So  long  also  will  the  number 
of  rejectees  and  drop-outs  and  wasted 
years  increase. 

A student  at  Concord  Academy 
asked  me  to  explain  why  it  is  that  a 
girl  is  never  told  to  grow  up  and  be 
a woman.  I have  given  my  own  ex- 
planation, that  it  was  not  hitherto 
thought  to  be  enough  of  a question  to 
be  worth  asking  or  answering.  I have 
gone  further  and  said  that  I thought 
that  it  was  high  time  that  a girl  was 
told  to  grow  up  and  be  a woman.  And 
I have  tried  to  say  what  I think  a wom- 
an should  be  and  how  she  should  be 
educated.  The  apostle  Paul  knew  a 
great  deal  about  Christian  love.  His 
eloquence  and  understanding  on  this 
subject  was  in  no  way  equalled  when 
he  turned  his  attention  to  the  subject 
of  women.  But  there  is  truth  in  his 
statement  that  "a  man  is  the  image  and 
glory  of  God:  but  the  woman  is  the 
glory  of  the  man.”  (I  Cor.  11:7)  A 
woman  who  sees  herself  in  competi- 
tion with  men  cannot  accept  this.  But 
the  woman  who  understands  her  role 
to  be  complementary  rather  than  com- 
petitive will  understand  that  in  Paul’s 
truth  lies  the  key  to  her  greatest  free- 
dom, her  mode  of  service  to  the  God 
she  honors  in  common  with  men.
